REPORT 
OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


FEBRUARY 10, 1921. 
To THE BOARD OF EDUCATION: 


I take pleasure in submitting to you the annual re- 
port of the Superintendent of Schools. The hearty re- 
sponse of teachers in particular and of interested citi- 
zens in general to the appeals for cooperation in organ- 
izing our schools for effective training in citizenship, 
which the State Board of Education defines to be “‘the 
central aim in school instruction,’’ is here gratefully 
acknowledged. The presence of interested visitors in 
the class room is frequently an incentive to pupils to do 
better work, and it is also an assurance to the teacher 
that her hard work is appreciated. 


Our work has suffered fewer interruptions than 
was the case last year. Those that have occurred were 
the results of necessity rather than of option. School 
officials generally are coming to realize that the best 
way to celebrate the birthday of a national hero is by 
emphasizing his virtues and achievements in regular 
and special exercises in the class room. 


In spite of the unusual severity of the weather in 
the winter of 1919-20 every pupil in the district had the 
opportunity of attending school for thirty-six weeks in 
the year. While some schools did not open on the day 
of a severe storm, yet the pupils had the advantage of 
about thirty days more schooling than had been the case 
in previous years. An average of seven days per school 
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was lost because of bad weather, Rochester Fair and 
other causes. This is a better showing than most rural 
schools reported last year. 


TEACHERS. 


Between 300,000 and 400,000 children were deprived 
of schooling last year as a result of the shortage of 
teachers, according to estimate made by P. P. Claxton, 
Federal Commissioner. From 110,000 to 150,000 new 
teachers will be needed next year, but there will be 
only 30,000 prepared to fill vacancies, leaving a deficit 
of 80,000. This may be supplied in part by making the 
profession so attractive that thousands of excellent 
teachers, who left their positions because they did not 
receive a living wage, may be induced to spend their 
talents again in the great cause of education. How 
else can the bulwarks of society be strengthened to 
withstand the insistent attacks of bolshevism, ignor- 
ance and vice? The forethought of the joint committee 
of the Supervisory Union in providing clerical assist- 
ance made it possible for the Superintendent to spend 
the greater part of his time in actual supervision and in 
developing educational plans. The arrangement during 
the present year of providing a substitute teacher and 
clerk for the Union has proved to be beneficial. While 
only two districts have needed her teaching service thus 
far, this teacher has been able to give valuable aid in 
the exacting work of child accounting, collection of 
data, and tabulating standardized test scores. She has 
already taught thirty-one days and is available in case 
of emergency, to substitute in any school in the Union. 
Our present corps of teachers is very satisfactory, be- 
ing interested in the moral as well as the intellectual 
development of the pupils in their charge, and in com- 
munity uplift generally. We have been fortunate to 
retain the services of these conscientious assistants at 
the salaries offered.

While five of our staff of teachers concluded their 
services with us last June, we were able to fill these 
vacancies with successors who have done good work, so 
that our schools have not suffered by the change. Our 
present corps of teachers is a body of cooperating as- 
sistants who are anxious to do all possible in the way of 
training our boys and girls to become upright and use- 
ful members of society. We have been fortunate to 
secure and retain these teachers at the low wages of- 
fered. An increase of about 28% in the salary schedule 
for the current year has relieved, in part, the acute 
financial situation in which one who tried to teach and 
board in Barrington became involved. The average 
salary in 1920 was $468; in 1921 it is $600. 


ALTERATIONS. 


One year ago the District voted a generous sum for 
alterations and repairs to initiate a policy of school 
house betterment that ultimately would bring our 
schools up to the minimum standards set for State aided 
Districts. While a considerable sum has been spent on 
the Pond Hill building, it was all spent for repairs and 
no attempt has been made to remedy the many defects 
enumerated in our survey last year. The Green Hill 
school is the largest in town and the building is in 
greatest need of alteration, although it does not have 
the front light menace found at the France and Pond 
Hill buildings. 
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If the District is to continue to use its present school 
houses, it should remedy at once the most glaring defi- 
ciencies which prevent them from being suitable habi- 
tations for school children. To one who understands 
the toxic effect of fatigue it is clearly evident that im- 
proper lighting, heating and ventilating arrangements 
will break down the discipline of an efficient teacher. 


NOON LUNCH. 


The health menace of cold dinners for the pupils 
who spend the noon hour in our schools has been allevi- 
ated at Green Hill by the cooperation of teacher, pupils 
and parents. . The lunches brought from home by the 
pupils are supplemented by a cup of hot cocoa, soup, 
chowder or some other easily digested substance. Thus 
is provided for each child warm, nourishing food, which 
makes him a better pupil in the afternoon session and,in 
some instances, aids in overcoming mal-nutrition. The 
school spirit and interest here are especially noticeable. 


HEALTH SUPERVISION. 


In accordance with the benificent provision of the 
new educational law pupils received the services of a 
medical inspector whose diagnosis of physical defects, at 
least, relieved thoughtful parents and guardians of the 
bliss of ignorance. If the part timeservice of a district 
nurse could be secured to follow up the cases needing 
attention the District would be more nearly fulfilling 
its function as a guardian of child welfare. The high 
percentage of serious defects among our pupils indi- 
cates an alarming condition, and should prompt the 
District to do its duty in helping these little men and 
women to prepare for life’s battle without the handicap 
of remediable deficiencies. Following is a summary of 
medical inspection: 


Examiner, F. L. Keay, M. D. School year 1919-20. 
Number of pupils examined, 91. 
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Number of teachers examined, 5. 

Number of cases found by examiner: Anaemia, 1; 
skin disease, 2; hypertrophical tonsils, 20; defective 
teeth, 25; unvaccinated without proper excuse, 23. 


Parents were notified of these defects, and the 
health officer was informed concerning the cases coming 
under his jurisdiction. Cooperation on the part of pa- 
rents in the remedying of the indicated defects would 
not only confer a lasting blessing upon the afflicted 
child, but also would react to promote better attend- 
ance at school and higher accomplishment in the class 
room.

The particular disgrace brought upon our schools 
last year was the lack of respect for the law of school 
_ attendance and the laxity of parental discipline mani- 
fested by those whose duty it was to place pupils in 
school at the beginning of the session. We do not need 
to concern ourselves over the Bolshevist alien in our 
large cities so much as we should over the lack of re- 
spect for law and order in our citizen-group. The av- 
erage attendance for all the pupils in the state last year 
was 91.6%. Contrast the above figures with the rec- 
ord of Barrington schools, 88%. The tardiness record 
is worse than the absence percentage for there may be 
a good reason for an absence but there usually is none 
for a tardiness. The state average for per pupil tardi- 
ness was .3. Barrington’s average is 2.4. 


It is regretable that our attendance record is so low. 
The aid of parents is earnestly solicited to improve this 
record. Thereis usually no reason for pupils being 
tardy except poor control by the parent over the child. 
It is parental duty to respect the state law which re- 
quires a pupil to be in an assigned school ‘‘all the time 
the school is in session.’’ Ifa school session opens at 
9.00 A. M., and a pupil is not present until 9.01 A. M., a 
law of the state and of the parental discipline has been 
violated. | 


For the information of the custodians of children 
a copy of the law is here appended: 
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ATTENDANCE OF CHILDREN AT SCHOOL. 


Sect. 14. Every person having the custody and 
control of a child between the ages of eight and four- 
teen years, or of a child under the age of sixteen years, 
unless such child shall have completed the course of 
study prescribed for the elementary school, residing in 
a school district in which a public school is annually 
taught, shall cause such child to attend the public school 
all the time such school is in session, unless the child 
shall b2 excused by the sehool board of the district be- 
cause his physical or mental condition is such as to pre- 
vent his attendance at school for the period required, 
or because he was instructed in the English language 
in a private school approved by the school board for a 
number of weeks equal to that in which the public 
school was in session in the common English branches, 
or, having acquired those branches, in other more ad- 
vanced studies. Any person who does not comply with 
the requirements of this section shall be fined ten dol- 
lars for the first offense and twenty dollars for every 
subsequent offense, for the use of the district. 

Provided, however, that any person having the cus- 
tody and control of a child may apply to the state su- 
perintendent of public instruction for relief whenever 
such person deems it to be against the moral or physi- 
cal welfare of such child to attend the particular school 
required by law, and thereupon, after notice to the 
school board of the district in which such child is re- 
quired to attend school, the state superintendent of 
public instruction may order such child to attend an- 
other school in the same district if such school is availa- 
ble; may order such child to attend school in another 
district, in which case the district in which such child 
resides shall pay to the district in which such child at- 
tends school tuition not to exceed the average cost per 
child of instruction for the regularly employed teachers 
and the cost of text-books, supplies and apparatus for 
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such time as such attendance shall continue; may per- 
mit such child to withdraw from school attendance for 
such time as he may deem necessary or proper; or make 
such other order or orders with respect to the attend- 
ance of such child at school as in his judgment the cir- 
cumstances require, and provided further that whenever 
it shall appear to the superintendent of schools, or, if 
there is no superintendent, a majority of the members 
of the school board, that the welfare of any child above 
the age of fourteen will be best served by the with- 
drawal of such child from school, then the superintend- 
ent or a majority of the members of the school board 
shall make recommendation to the state superintendent 
of public instruction who shall if the facts warrant it 
make an order exempting such child from attendance 
for such period of time as seems best for the interest of 
such child; and provided further that upon the written 
request of the parent or guardian, any child doing ap- 
proved work in school shall be excused for a part of -the 
session on stated days for the purpose of receiving pri- 
vate instruction in music. 


MEASUREMENTS. 


In line with recent investigation of a diagnostic 
character the work of the class room has been subjected 
to comparison with standardized scales or measures 
which give a more accurate criterion by which to pass 
upon the achievement of the pupil than would be ob- 
tained if the merit of the work were judged by the 
opinion of the teachers or the superintendent. The 
application of these seales is of great value in grouping 
more accurately those pupils whose achievements show 
that they should work together.

It will be noted that the grades conform closely to 
the standards in general, but the sixth, seventh, and 
the eighth grades are below standard in arithmetic and 
all grades are below in reading. : 

The diagnostic value of these and similar tests is 
readily seen and the natural deduction is that teachers 
should familiarize themselves with scientific methods of 
measuring achievements of classesin order to study the 
results with a view of correcting revealed deficiencies. 
As guardians of our schools, we should encourage our 
teachers in every possible way, to take advantage of 
opportunities of reading and study, especially by sum- 
mer school attendance. 


PER PUPIL COST. 


In view of the general conversation regarding the 
increase in cost of maintaining governmental functions, 
educational expenses should receive a close scrutiny, 
although the need and not the expense should be the 
first consideration in dealing with so fundamental a 
function as training future citizens. Alertness is 
neeessary to avert the menace of ignorance which is 
unacquainted with the ideals, methods, program or re-

sults of our educational system, seeks by misrepresen- 
tation of facts to discredit school officials and to deprive 
our boys and girls of the benefits of a modern educa- 
tion. While the cost of materials and labor in the busi- 
ness world has increased nearly or quite 100% in the 
last few years, it is interesting to learn from the State 
Commissioner of Education that, in spite of the rise in 
rates for fuel, transportation and school supplies, the 
elementary school expense has increased only 21%. 
The current expenditure per pupil average member- 
ship in the elementary day schools of the state last year 
was $59.77. The corresponding cost for Barrington 
was $47.33. 


CONCLUSION.
